YOUNG BOSWELL. 
Mr. Tinker, of Yale University, is a 
Boswell enthusiast, and in this work he 
succeeds in throwing a new light on that 


I Pe prince of biographers. He explodes the view 


that Boswell was a mere toady and hanger- 
on. He was far in advance of his time; for 
the art of the modern interviewer is 
nothing but a feeble example of what had 
been achieved a century and a half before 
in the “Life of Dr. Johnson.” One can 
hear a witty Pressman putting the famous 
question: “If, sir, you were shut up i a 
tower with a new-born baby, what would 
you do?” As Mr. Tinker says, “Here is 
an interlocutor eager and curious, full of 
novel expedients for waking his subject 
into activity, spurring, enticing, decoyin 

him.” It is not difficult to LE gra 
this whole-hearted American apprecia- 
tion; for the craft of the interviewer is 
brought to a fine art only in the New 
World. 

Readers of the “Life” often imagine 
that Dr. Johnson was the only subject of 
Boswell’s genius. Far from » Fag 2 was 
its culmination. The ’prentice hand already 
had made its essay. There exists a 
commonplace book in which occur many 
observations of those whom Boswell had 
met in journeys on the Continent: of the 
sights he saw there js little or no mention. 
Conversation was to him the joy of life. 
He forced his way on the notice of people, 
not in order that he might boast after- 
wards of having met them, but for the 
pleasure which he took in drawing them 
out. He was no parvenu, since his family 
was of high rank in Scotland. He was no 
fool; for neither Voltaire nor Rousseau 
was partial to persons of that class. With 
the former he had a conversation that 
lasted a considerable time; with the 
latter he carried on an intimate corre- 
spondence and entertained him in Eng- 
land. Most striking of all are the 
letters that passed between Boswell and 
the daring and dissolute John Wilkes. 
The latter was certainly not a character 
to evoke sympathy; yet there appears to 
have been genuine feeling between the two 
men. They climbed Vesuvius together— 
a feat which hardly can have been more 
difficult than the successful meeting which 
Boswell brought off between Wilkes and 
the great doctor. 

Boswell's admiration for Paoli, the 
Corsican liberator, went further than a 
mere literary excursion. His book on 
Corsica brought a revulsion of feeling 
throughout the whole of England in 
favour of the struggles of that island 
against the French. swell was no mere 
creature of cultured society. He could see 
further than the limits of his caste. As 
Mr. Tinker says, “ However truly he may 
be the exponent of the age of prose and its 
crowded. ife in salon and club, he was no 
less a child of the romantic movement. 
And he who does not realise that Bos- 
well’s love of the civilisation of his own 
time is for ever crossed and altered by 
strange yearnings after something larger, 
simpler and more emotional has utterly 
failed to understand him.” Certain 
many of the extracts from letters an 
notebook, now given for the first time, 
lend considerable support to this view. 
This volume is a noteworthy contribu- 
tion to the study of a personality who has 
become too much merged into picture 
that he created. Mr. Tinker does not 
attempt to conceal the less pleasing sides 
of the man—his matter-of-fact behaviour 
towards the various ladies who caught his 
fancy from time to time, his self-com- 
placency, the falling-off in the later years 
of his life. Nevertheless, his wonderful 
patience, fidelity to fact, painstaking 
accuracy are proved by comparison be- 
tween his notes and his published works ; 
and the reproductions of first proofs and 
manuscript letters are an education even 
to men of letters, One ought to read this

KRINDLESYKE. 

Mr. Wilfrid Gibson already has given 
to the public dramatic pieves. They are 
not of the kind that would stage well; 
for they have little action and are of the 
nature of theses. They try to enlist the 
reader's sympathy in the lives of the 
humble and the outcast; but their themes 
do not prevent them from being eminently 
readable and full of human interest. 
“Krindlesyke”’ is well woven—stronger 
than any of Tennyson's “book ” plays, 
though occasionally a little obscured by 
words in the Northumbrian dialect. 

The scene is laid in a lonely steading 
in the Northumbrian fells, and the plot 
centres round the gipsy woman, i 
Haggard, who checked her roving spirit 
for the space of fifteen years that she 
might bring up her child Michael in the 
home where his father had lived.

The Reparations Commission 
has been in Berlin for some time. It has 
been in close touch with the German 
Government, and. although the statement 
which was issued yesterday by the latter 
“as disappointingly vague, Dr. Wirth 
seeins (0 recognise (hat something must be 


done at once. Nothing definite has been” 


arranged ; but the exchanges have become 
60 sensitive that the slightest rumour 
upsets their balance. . The chief reason 
for yesterday's sudden rise in the value 
of marks is the fact that speculators, 
grasping at the straw of stabilisation, ara 
making a last despairing ¢ffort to regain 
at least a portion of their heavy losses. 

The Reparations Commission went to 
Berlin in search of information. Sir John 
Bradbury admits that it is leaving Ger. 
many very little wiser than it was when it 
arrived. The Germans have been careín] 
to make as poor a mouth as possible, with- 
holding essential figures in some cases, and 
judiciously “ cooking” balance sheets in 
others. The report of a commiitee of 
foreign experis who were asked for advice 
bg-the German Government proves clearly 
that. such subterfuge is unnecessary. Cer- 
many really is in a very bad way. The 
foreign economists recommend the imme 
diate stabilisation of the mark as the only 
means of preventing “ complete financial 
collapse."’ The German Government has 
signified its Willingness to help the 
Reparations Commission to the limit of its 
power, and is preparing a scheme on the 
basis of the foreign experts’ report. The 
main idea is to stabilise the mark at the 
tate. of about: 3,500 to the dollar, or 
between 15,000 and 46,000 to the pound 
sterling. To that end a moratorium in 
respect of cash payments is essential, and 
must run for at least two'years, Further.

international credit, in oder that she may 
be able to make necessary purchases 
abroad without further inflation. Her 
part of the bargain will be to enforce ruth- 
less economies in every direction, and to 
set up an independent board which will 
exercise a rigid control over al! dealings 
in foreign currencies, 

Compared with the reserves of other 
countries, the gold reserve of the Reichs- 
bank is very small ; but, if the mark was 
stabilised at 3,500 to the dollar, it would 
be worth more than twice as much as 
Germany's total floating debt. Absolved 
from the necessity of making cash payments 
to: the Allies, therefore, and freed: from 
the bugbear of an ever-increasing floating 
debt, the German Government would be in 
a position to balance its budget, to estab. 
lish a reserve of foreign currency, and to 
set its face to the Herculean task of 
restoring its shattered finances. There is 
only one arguméit against the experts’ 
scheme. France wants her indemnity, 
Sir John, Bradbury hinted that differences 
would be likely to arise on the Repara- 
tions Commission in this connection. Con- 
cessions must be made to Germany. Even 
M. Poincaré recognises that fact now ; 
but, while Britain is anxious that they 
shall be as generéus as possible, France 
insists that they shall be teduced to the 
absolute minimum which is compatible 
with Europe’s safety. Half-measures, 
however, will be ol no avail, Either the 
Allies must put Germany on her feet, once 
and for all, or they must leave her to her. 
inevitable doom, The results of the latter 
alternative need no elaboration. Ger- 
many’s financial collapse would send the 
franc hurtling to destruction. We are sure

From the outset 
a delinite rela(ion. was established ‘between 
the rates of pension and the cost of living ; 
amd, since the cost of living is now falling 
steadily, the revision of rates which was 
due in March, 1923, must have been un- 
favourable to the main body of pensioners, 
Now, however, the Government has decided 
that the present rates shal} remain in force 
for a further period of three years. The 
new Minister of Pensions, Major Tryon, 
defends the concession on two grounds, In 
the first place, it happened that during 
two years after the issue of the Royal 
Warrant the cost of living continued to 
increase, while the pensions remained 
Stationary.

Lven if the Republicans do retain their 
elender margin, it is certain to be ne ligible. A 
considerable number elected as Republicans are 
radically inclined, and, with a hold over the 
Progressives of the Borah type, it will be easy 
for them to combine with the Democrats and 
deteat any Harding Administration measure. 

It is unlikely that there will be a change in 
the Harding policies regarding foreign affairs, 
because “ Wilsonism " appears to have figured 
little im the results. Tariff and prohibition 
ouestions are the chief explanaticn. 

While the routing of the Republicans, both 
in the Senate and the House of Representatives, 
i“ universally interpreted as a severe rebuke to 
lresident Harding, the swing round js traced 
exclusively to domestic matters. ' 

One of the most interesting outcomes of the 
elections was the near defeat of Senator Lodge. 


Revised figures give the Senate leader 8,245, but 
his opponent has filed a demand for a recount. 
In any event, Senator Lodge is reported to be 
determined to relinquish the leadership of tbe 
Senate owing to poor health. 

Senator Underwood is ah unwilling Demo- 
cratic leader, eo that both parties wil] probably 
have new pilots. 

One of the most significant changes in the 
House of Representatives will be the absence of 
Mr. Mondell, the Republican Whip.

President Harding. is silent on the “ swing-

NO PLAN TO PROPOSE, 


The reply which the German Government 
handed to the Reparations Commission late on 
Wednesday night reiterates ‘the intention cf 
the Government to fulfil the obligation mto 
which it entered with the Ciuarantee Commit- 
tee last July. ! ' 

‘The reply further states that the Geranan 
Government regards stabilisation as the most 
urgent, task, but wu» guarantee for the permanent 
success of measures which may be adopted can. 
only be given on condition that a final solution 
of the entire reparations problem be imme- 
diately taken in hand. 

In the opinion of the German Government, 
it is necessary, and possible even now, to take 
steps by means of ation between: a 
foreign banking syndicate and the Reichsbank, 
for the support of the mark. 

The reply makes no allusion to the report 
put in by.a majority of the unofficial experts. 

It does refer, however, to the report of the 
bankers, M. Visséring, M. Dubois, and Mr. 
Brand, and says that they have formulated a 
joint statement as to how an international! syn- 
dicate for supporting the mark might be 
formed. The reply also mentions the special 
opinion of Mr. Brand in regard to the possi- 
bility of the London market participating. 

The German Government recommends these 
schemes to the earnest attention of the Ke- 
parations Commission, urging especially that 
the same supporting action by an international 
banking syndicate $ undertaken immediately. 
The Reichsbank is ready to co-operate. 


NEED FOR COMPLETE MORATORIUM. 


Guarantees to be furnished by Germany 
would have to be agreed on with the lenders, 
subject to the sanction of the Reparations Com- 
mission. The Note says that the first condition 
made by the experts is that during the 
activity of the proposed syndicate, and until 
its advances have been refunded, Germany 
ought to be released from all payments in cost 
or-in kind under the Treaty of Versailles. The 
German Government, however, is prepared to 
undertake deliveries in kind during ihe process 
o stabilisation in so far as such a course ‘would 
be possible without increasing the floating debt. 

The Reparations Commission will reply to this 
Note by -a simple acknowledgment, adding that 
the visit of the Commission to Germany was 
for the purpose of gaining information. The 
Commission has made no statement with regard 
to the impression produced by the German Go- 
vernment’s Note, but it may be safely said thaí 
it. is disappointed at the meagre contents o? 
the German reply. 

The Commiesion returns to Paris to-day. 


ALLIED UNANIMITY. 


SM J. BRADBURY ON THE

Sir John Bradbury, in an interview yesterday

LONDON, Thursday. 

The boxing match arranged to take place im 
the Roya! Albert, Hall, London, on December 7 
between Joe Beckett, heavy weight champion of 
Great Britain, and Battling Siki, the Senegalese 
light heavy-weight champion of the world, has 
been prohibited by the Home Secretary. 

This ban does not apply merely to the Albert 
Hall contest. The Home Office has intimated to 
the promoter, Major J. Arnold Wilson, that the 
fight will not be permitted to take, place either 
im London or ai any other spot in Great 
Britain. i i : 

‘The reason for our intervention,’” explained 
a Home. Office official \esterday, “is that, con- 
tests between men of difierent colour are caleu- 
luted to arouse bitter and even dangerous social 
antipathjes. Where we have grounds for be- 
lieving that a boxing match is @ simple contest 
of skill we.do.not, as a rule, interfere. i 

“But im this fight we (ook the view that 
there were other questions -involved, and. that 
‘the colour issue might awaken grave partisan 
passions and animositiés among the spectators. 

* As soon as it was brought to our notice that 
Siki was coming to this country to train for 
the fight, the Home Secretary, Mr. Bridgeman, 
decided to take prompt action.

Portobello and Wellington Military 
Barracks, Dublin, were attacked by Re- 
publicans last night, the main attack being 
directed against the former. 

The garrisons replied to the fire, and 
subsequently patrols' went out on foot and 
in lorries. 

Two civilians were found dead—one out- 
side Rathmines Roman Catholic Church 
and the other about a hundred yards away. 

The only military casualty reported is 
one soldier shot in Wellington Barracks. 

The attacks were launched at 11.45, both 
barracks being attacked simultaneously. 
As in the case of Wednesday morning's 
battle at Wellington i rracks, the 
attackers used machine-guns, and some of 
them appeared to be posted on house-tops 
in the vicinity. 

TWENTY MINUTES’ DIN. 

They poured very heavy volleys into the 
barracks, but the guards instantly replied, 
and reinforcements were rushed to (heir 
assistance. 

For fully twenty minutes the din of 
battle deafened the residents near the 
fighting, the military sweeping the enemy's 
position with machine and Lewis gun fire 
as well as rifle fire. 

The tumult yradually died away, and 
the final scattered shots from the attack- 
ing forces were still sounding when the 
gates were opened and the troops dashed 
out in pursuit of the Republicans. 

' None of the latter was captured, but it 
is believed that they sustained a number 
of casualties. 

Great military activity ensued in all 
parts of the city, and the night was 
punctuated with frequent bursts of heavy 
firing, machine-guns being very much in 
evidence. ‘ 

HEAVY FIRING IN THE CITY. 

The firing which iollowed the attacks 
on the barracks took place along the 
quays and jn both the north and south 
sides of the city. ' 

At 1.55 a.m. an unusually heavy burst 
of firing occurred in Sackville street, and 
one bullet struck a wall in D'Olier strest. 

The military guards in city offices were 
very much on the alert, and in some cases 
fired from the windows. i 

The statement that two civilians were 
killed is from a military source, but there 
is no information as to the disposal cf 
the bodies. 

The soldier wounded in Wellington 
Barracks is Private J. Quinn. He was 
shot in the forehead, and the injury is re- 
garded as rather serious. 


SHOTS FROM THE RUINS. 


At 12.45 a.m. yesterday, whilst national 
troops were searching some civilians in 
Sackville street, they, were fired on from 


some of the ruins on the west side of the} 


street. i 
The soldiers returned the fire-with ‘rifles 
and machine gun, and for a few minutes 
there was a brisk interchange, after which 
the fire of the attackers ceased. 

There were no casualties among the 
soldiers or the civilians in the street. It 
is not known whether any of the attackers 
were wounded. When the soldiers searched 
the ruins the persons who fired on them 
had made good their esoape..

DOWNWARD TENDENCY OF 
CATTLE PRICES. 


A return issued by the Irish Department of 
Agriculture on agricultural conditions on

IMPOSING MARCH THROUGH 
PERA. 


A Constantinople message to Paris, dated 
Thursday, 2 p.m., states that at the Conference 
on W y evening, between the Allied 
Generals and Rafet Pasha, the latter expressed 
a desire to reach a modus vivendi. 

The situation is cong$quentiy less strained, 
and hopes are entertained of arriving at a satis- 
factory issue. On Thursday afternoon there took 
place the arranged meeting at the Sublime 
Porte, between the Allied Generals and Rafet 
Pasha, to setile questions of detail regarding the 
polce, the gendarmerie, customs, military 
service, and various economic measures. 

Yesterday morning there was a fresh incident 
between Turkish police and British soldiers. 
One soldier was killed, and a policeman was 
arrested. 

The incident was followed by an imposing 
demonstration of British troops and ng eo, 
with fixed bayonets, through the principa 
streets of Pera. 


POWERS IN ENTIRE ACCORD. 

Up to yesterday evening the British Govern- 
ment had no confirmation of the report that 
the Turks had cut the Eastern Telegraph Com- 
pany scable near Chanak. There was practically 
no cable intelligence yesterday, and while that 
fact would point in the ordinary way to some 
interruption of means of communication, there 
is also a paucity of wireless news, in 
t> which similar causes could hardly operate. 

The position yesterday evening was that the 
Governments of Britain, France, and Italy were 
acting in entire accord, and that their represen. 
tatives on the spot were fully em ered to take 
what action they deemed advisable, even to the 
extent of proclaiming martial law in Constanti- 
nople. The situation is almost an exact counter- 
rart of that which followed the Chanak crisis, 
with the important difference that there is no 
guestion of isolated action by either of the 
Powers. The Government knows nothing of 
the whereabouts of the Sultan, except that it 
certainly is not a fact that he has taken 
refuge on a British warship. 


KEMALISTS WARNED, 

The Allied High Commissioners have handed
